East of Webster, 
Mass., lies Lake Chargoggagoggman- 
chauggaggchaubunagaunganmugg — 46 
letters Including 14 g’s and 10 a’s! 
According to tradition, this name de­ 
veloped from the fact that the original 
Inhabitants of the region liked to fish 
in this lake which had three divisions— 
upper, middle and lower—and the fish­ 
ing was best In the middle. 
Two In­ 
dian tribes, living at opposite ends of 
the lake, used to dispute over which 
had the right to fish there. 
Finally they patched up their differ­ 
ences and made a treaty providing that 
those living at the upper end could fish 
in the upper lake, those living at the 
lower end could use the lower lake 
but neither could fish In the middle 
lake. From that treaty the lake got 
Its name: Chargoggagogg—“You fish 
on y our Bide” ; Manchauggaggogg—“I 
fish on my side” ; Chaubunagaungga- 
maugg—“Nobody fish in the middle.”
